SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Sunday, December 21, 2014, my partner (Officer Shamoyan #143, Sgt. 
Reyes #117) and | (Officer Cox #133) were working as contracted, uniformed 
security officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / 
Andrews International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 
465-0122. We were assigned to FB2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


At approximately 1630 hours, we were dispatched to 1600 Vine Street, (1600 
Vine at Hollywood & Vine Hotel) regarding the return of suspect Aaron Dwayne 
Hogue Sharp, the same suspect we had arrested for 41.24 (d) LAMC, 
Trespassing at 1530 hours ( refer to AR# 14-1051) and he was refusing to 
leave. Upon our arrival, we were met by the P/R (Nichole Rodriguez / Security 
Manager) to the front of the hotel. Rodriguez informed us the suspect, Aaron 
Rodriguez, was back inside the hotel refusing to leave. Furthermore, Rodriguez 
informed us Suspect Sharp came back to the hotel asking for the security

manager who called the Bid Patrol Officers who arrested him earlier today. 
Suspect Sharp took a seat on a couch inside the front lobby and was refusing to 
leave when asked. 


Sgt. Reyes asked if PR Rodriguez would sign a Private Person Arrest form for 
Trespassing. PR Rodriguez said she would and she did so. We accompanied the 
PR back inside the hotel. | saw suspect Sharp, who | immediately recognize 
from the earlier arrest, which | assisted on, seated on the same couch he was 
on when we arrested him earlier, with an open Bible in his hands. | contacted 
suspect Sharp and informed him he had to leave this hotel or he would be 
arrested for Trespassing. My partner, Officer Shamoyan, also told suspect Sharp 
repeatedly he had to leave the hotel or he would be arrested. Suspect Sharp 
continued to act as though he was reading and refused to comply. He said he 
was going to a room on the 8" floor to see his friend. | asked him who was this 
friend and what room number were they in. Suspect Sharp refused to give any 
information. 


Sgt. Reyes had the PR Rodriguez walk over to where suspect Sharp was seated 
to advise him he had to leave or she would place him under arrest for 
Trespassing. Suspect Sharp refused to respond. Officer Shamoyan told suspect 
Sharp one last time to get up and leave the hotel or he would be arrested. 
Suspect Sharp refused to get up and leave the hotel. 


Based on the fact suspect Sharp refused to leave after being asked several 
times by the management and us, we placed him under arrest for trespassing 
(602 P.C. Trespassing). 


ARREST: 

We advised Amirghan that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 602 PC Trespassing. Suspect Sharp was taken into custody 
without incident. 

My partner and | escorted suspect Sharp to the patrol car, sat him in the left 
rear passenger seat, and adjusted his seatbelt accordingly. Officer Martinez and 
Officer Gonzales transported suspect Sharp to LAPD Hollywood Div. for booking. 
ADDITIONAL: 


Suspect Sharp was arrested earlier this date for 41.24(d) LAMC with REC Cite# 
E02422 by Officer Kanagi #130.

Suspect Sharp was booked by LAPD Officer Winter #38876 for violation of 602 
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PC Trespassing with the approval of Watch Commander, Sgt. Calderon.
